A Proper Penalty 


‘There are very few who like to hear of the 
death of another, but it has 10 be said that it 
Is satisfactory to learn that three of the officials 
responsible for the unnecessary firing of 
Changsha, merely upon a rumour that the 
Japanese were advancing upon the city, eausing 
2 conflagration in which it is reported that 
2,000 unfortunate Chinese were burned to death, 
hhave been executed. ‘The destruction of govern: 
‘ment property to prevent it falling intzct into 
the enemy's hands is purely a matter for the 
Chinese Government, but this reckless burning 
‘of cities in pursuance of the “scorched earth” 
policy is something entirely different. While it 
Is possible to agree with the contention that a 
retrecting army, like the Chinese, is justified in 
destroying anything which may prove of assist~ 
nee to the invader, the ruthless destruction of 
the humble dwellings of the average Chinese 
citizen is without any justification whatever. 
Thus the firing of Chapel was not just the 
destruction of government property as an 
embarrassment for the enemy, but the wiping 
‘out of thousands of small homes and businesses 
of people who could ill-afford the previous loss 
{naleted upon them. Wanton destruction, for no 
military purpose whatever cannot bé com- 
mended by anyone possessed of a reasonable 
mind, and in carrying out the policy of the 
“Seorehed earth” some of the Chinese authori- 
ties seem {0 have gone to lengths which cannot 
possibly be defended. Civilian China in the 
Interior is suffering enough by reason of the 
very fact of the existence of hostilities, but that 
their misery should be added to by a callous 
disregard of thelr interests cannot but. arouse 
the severest condemnation. In the clrcum- 
stances the penalty which has been inflicted 
upon these men seems to be amply justified. 


Satisfactory’ Agreement 


‘The further details of the Anglo-American 
‘Trade Agreement which have now come to 
hand fully justify the expectations that 
have been expressed. Opinion in Washing- 
ton holds that this document and the Canadian- 
American Trade Agreement are of tremendous 
significance as welding the English speaking 
nations in the closest bond since the Great 
War. It goes even further in believing that the 
treaties point towards more closely parallel 
policies of the two nations in world affairs, 
while some even suggest that it may prove 9 
Istepping stone towards an ultimate military 
alliance uniting all the world's democracies. 
‘That last seems somewhat of a high flight of 
fancy, but it may safely be sald that 
Janything which tends to bring Great Britain 
‘and the United Slates closer together may 
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operate for the ultimate good of the 
It the principles for which these 
‘agreements stand can in turn be applied to 








the remaining democracies, then an important 
zconomle bloc would be created which might 
very well be conducive of the well being of 
heir mutual trade, for all round democratic 
“ceiprocity would establish bonds of common 
interest which would undoubtedly prove bene- 
ficial. ‘The danger, however, of following a 
policy which might lead to the formation of 
‘wo economic blocs;—totalitarian and demo- 
cratie—cannot be overlooked, for economics are 
still one of the most fruitful causes of war, 
The dictates of peace require that all the 
nations of the world should have access to the 
natural wealth of the world, and, while the 
Anglo-American agreements do not Interfere 
‘with ‘such access, the wider establishment. of 
references for’ the manufactured product 
might lead to the denial to other nations, not 
within the bloc, of means of securing the raw 
materials of which they might be in need, 
‘That necessitates the selling of the Anished 
goods and if the markets were restricted in 
the manner present enthusiasm would seem 
to suggest, nations outside the bloc might find 
themselves unable to purchase material for 
development into finished products through 
inability to find a ready market for the latter, 
What is wanted js reciprocity all round untii 
the nearest possible proach to free trade is 
again established. ‘The establishment of ex- 
‘elusive trading systems may prove a very real 
source of danger, and it Is to be hoped that 
such will never develop. 














Sound Foundation 


Nov. 16, at long last, the Anglo-Italian Agree 
ment, which was signed on April 10 of this 
year, comes into force, and the formal restora 
ton ‘of better relations between the two coun 
‘ries becomes an accomplished fact, It Is now 
lonty to be desired that what has’ thus becn 
done formally, will lead to a general improve: 
ment in the sentiment between the two 
nations, and the reestablishment of the old 
jeordiality which existed, Of the Agreement it 
has been said that it is greater as a whole

[Chinese troops were letting “loose mines in 
the river, and considerable time would be 
required to remove them, and replace the 
navigation marks. ‘That the booms have been 
removed sufficiently to permit the passage 
of Japanese vessels is ample proof that the 
breaches made are wide enough to permit 
vessels of other nationality to pass. ‘The 
passage of foreign shipping up and down the 
Whangpoo for three months during the hostil- | 
ities last year did not impede Japanese 
activities in this area, and it will be readily 
conceded that the Yangtze is,somewhat more 
capacious than the local stream. ‘The con- 
lention that Japanese military vessels would 
be impeded has no foundation in fact. ‘That 
Chinese guerillas fire on Japanese war vessels 
and transports has no bearing. whatever on 
the subject. Firing on vessels passing up 
and down the Yangtze has been known for! 
years past, and constitutes no more than 
what is accepted as a normal risk in this 
part of the world: It is admitted that the 
Chinese have been letting mines loose in the| 
river, but if third Power neutrals care to take 
the risk of that on a waterway to the use of 
which they have very definite rights, it is 
entirely their business, and the solicitude of 
the Japanese in this ‘respect, while it will 
undoubtedly be appreciated at its real worth. 
is entirely unnecessary. 

It is immediately apparent that the reasons | 
iven for refusing perfectly proper requests 
are as flimsy as they are impertinent to 
‘the issue. They will certainly not amount 
to justification of the Japanese attitude. A 
‘Havas message from London, dealing with 
‘the reply states “It is believed here that 
Japan's intention is to restore traffic on the 
river only when Japanese traders have en- 
tirely won over the domestic market.” As 
will be seen in another column this journal 
is in a position to state that that belief is 
entirely correct, and that at the present 
‘moment the Japanese authorities are keeping 
the river closed, while their mercantile 
nationals are actually carrying on an im- 
portant import and export business in the 
areas denied to other people. Tens of 
thousands of tons of produce for export, and 
imported goods are passing up, and down 
the Yangtze under Japanese auspices, and 
for Japanese account. The cargoes are not 
‘war supplies, unless, of. course, dried lilies, 
melon seeds, sandalwood, silkwaste, piece- 
goods and feathers come within that category. 
‘Tobacco leaf may not be munitions of war. 
‘though possibly the 3,000 packages of general 
cargo, consisting of soap, candles, sugar, 
cigarettes, etc., landed by one vessel at Wuhu 
would come under that heading, the candles 
being undoubtedly used to light the troops 
to their slumbers. Another Japanese vessel 
handled in one return trip to a river port 
no less than approximately 23,000 packages 
‘of general cargo, and trade is being generally 
carried on with ports as far up the river as 
Klukiang, as well as beyond. On one day at 
Wuhu at the beginning of this month three 
Japanese vessels brought in and took out 
cargoes amounting to over 28,000 packages. 
‘bags, baskets and bales, while four days later 
four additional Japanese vessels had taken 
the total of import and export trade dealt 
with up to no less than 47,000. 

‘These are not instances in which Japanese 
ships carrying war supplies up river have 
come down with general cargo, carrying on 
‘what might be termed a one-way trade, but 
cases where trading in goods other than’ war 
‘material is being carried on by the Japanese 
with all the resources at their disposal. If 
the river is safe enough for them to venture 
‘on it, it is equally safe for the shipping of 
other nations, and the Japanese stand 
patently convicted of exactly that type of 
discrimination against third party neutrals 
which they have so many times voluntarily 
promised to avoid. In view of these facts 
there can be only one of three possible 
reasons for such a reply as that which Tokyo’ 
hhas given to the Powers concerned. Either| 
the “Japanese authorities are not fully 
apprised of what is happening in the Yangtze 
Valley, in which event there appears to be 
some excuse for a reply such as has been 
given, or they are fully aware of what is 
being’ done in which case there can be none. 
‘There is, however, a third alternative and 
that is that the answer is dictated by either 
the knowledge, or the fear that, if Tokyo 
were to consent to the river being reopened, 
there would be no guarantee that that would 
be acted upon by the authorities on the spot. 
‘There is not the slightest room for any sug~ 
gestion that foreign neutrals are labouring 
under any misapprehension. The fact is so 
plain as to be notorious that Japan is not 
honouring her own promises and that that 
discrimination which she has disavowed is 
being exercised, either with or without the 
Government's Knowledge or consent. It is 
‘not yet clear what will be the reactions of 
London, Paris and Washington to this very 
remarkable document, but, if the impression 
is formed that Japanese is dealing with these| 
three Powers with her tongue in her cheek, 
it wilt be justified by any endeavour to re- 
coneile the contents of the replies with con- 
ditiofis such as they are known in Shanghai 
to exist up the Yangtze. Obviously the 
matter eannot be allowed to rest where it is. 
Since the fall of Nanking the portion of the. 
river from the mouth to the capital, the 



































‘widest part of the whole river could ‘have! 
been made accessible to the shipping of all 


nations caring to use it ‘The fact is that it! 
has-been kept closed for about a year, and, 
judging (rom Tokyo's attitude, there is little 
prospect of it being opened in the immediate 
future. Japan owes to itself and its honour 
to bring about a speedy improvement in con- 
ditions ‘concerning which there is so much 
complaint. 








BIRTHDAY GREETINGS 
Nov. 17. 

‘That remarkable nonagenarian, Shanghai, 
is 95 today, for on November 17, 1843, Sir 
Henry Pottinger on his way to Nanking, 
‘stopped over at Shanghai selected a site for 
the British Concession, and declared the port| 
open to trade. The first British officials in 
Shanghai were Captain Balfour of the Madras_| 
Artillery, and Dr. W. H. Medhurst, interpreter, | 
who had’ landed here eight days previously 
from a small steamer which had b:ought 
‘them from the Chusan islands, which it ws 
at one time thought Britain would select 
a place for settlement, There was nothing 
but a mud flat to be seen, dotted here and 
there with villages, some of which still remain| 
tucked away in the heart of this great city. 
‘There was a path along the Whangpoo used| 
for towing junks and away to the south was 
the walled city in which as late as 1645, the 
British officials and a dozen foreign residents, 
merchants or Protestant missionaries, were 
still living. But the energy of the British 
‘was not to be denied, and one of the foot- 
notes to. the’ “Histoire de la Concession 
Francaise de Changhai” by Messrs. Ch. 
B.-Maybon and Jean Fredet, records that on 
July 11, 1847 the Jesuit Father Roze wrote 
“The English town which has arisen as if| 
by magic is a real prodigy. They do not} 
construct European houses here, but, 
sumptuous palaces of all kinds.” Undoubted- 
ly that was something of an exaggeration, 
but the passage does pay a tribute to the 
energy which was being displayed by the 
early pioneers, The offices of the British| 
(Consulate were already established in the| 
English Concession the Victoria Hotel was 
standing where there is now the Palace Hotel, 
and the “veritable palaces” of the English’ 
‘merchants of Italian, Greek or Middle Age 
architecture, astonished the French missionary 
from the interior with the rapidity with which’ 
they had arisen on the desolate flats. ‘The 
Consulate itself was to be built later, in 1849, 
for in order to establish their right of free] 
movement the British insisted that the Consul 
should have his residence in the Chinese City. 

One of these days someone will write a 
really fine history of the British endeavour 
in Shanghai, and how the foundations of this| 
great city were well and truly laid in those’ 
very early days, when the energy and vitality 
‘of the newcomers of all nationalities com 
menced a growth which was to make Shang-' 
hai one of the most important cities in the 
world. There were many mistakes made, 
chiefly owing to a lack of understanding of | 
the potentialities of the place, and that is 
best shown in the success of the old con-| 
tention that roads wide enough to permit two| 
bales of silkt to pass each other were ample 
for the requirements of the place, Looking 
back, and realizing what has happened in 
‘Shanghai during the last quarter of a century, 
and the expensive efforts which are continual- 
ly being made to deal with the city's growing 
traffic, the conclusion is inevitable that 
‘Shanghai, like Topsy, “just growed.” There, 
is no evidence of any long term planning. 
but the city forefathers appear to have dealt 
with their troubles at ali times with the un~ 
derlying thought that they were not to be 
here for ever and consequently the future 
was none of their concern. The British had 
to have their race course—as a matter of fact, 
three different ones in the 95° years—their 
theatre—though that for some years was 
‘merely whatever godown was available for| 
the purpose at the time—and their Church, 
‘and then, with a few roads with completely 
|English names, like Rope Walk and Park Lane 
to give the place a homely atmosphere, 
‘Shanghai settled down to the task of becom-| 
ing great. It has been a remarkable achieve-| 
ment. The formation of the International. 
Settlement by the amalgamation of the: 
English and the American Concessions was. 
‘but an incident in the story, but an important. 
fone. It gave the place certain benefits, but 
‘also manifest disadvantages. On the balance, 
however, it was a good move and much of 
the prosperity of the place is to be traced back 
to this act of wisdom, 

So five years hence Shanghai will be cele 
brating its centenary. a sturdy youth with a 
future before it rich with potentialities. It is| 
impossible, looking back over the vicissitudes 
through which the port has passed and the 
manner it has emerged from them, to believe| 
‘that the present setback from which it is suf, 
fering will have- anything more than a| 
transient effect upon its fortunes. ‘The man- 
ner in which it is braving its-present diff- 
culties is ample proof of the soundness of its 
constitution, and, though the period of re- 
covery may prove somewhat long compared 
with the urgences of mortality, there is little 
































room for doubt that Shanghai will recover’ 
and march on to greater heights. ‘There: 
is much to be said for the belief that the 
present constitution of the International Set- 
tlement has been largely responsible for the 
progress which has been made, and every 
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reason to believe that, under a continuance 
of that government, similar progress may be 
depended upon for the future. ‘That Shang- 
hai has been able to take such hard knocks 
as the incidents of 1932 and 1937 clearly de~ 
monstrates the enormous vitality of the place. 
It is true that it is suffering more now than” 
it has ever done before, and that the country 
asa whole is passing through a catastrophe 
only to be compared with the Taiping re- 
boellion. But the devastated areas will have 
to recover, there will be an enormous amount 
of rehabilitation work to be done, and Shang. 
hai may confidently expect to be called upon 
to do its part in that most important work. 
‘There may, it is true be some changes in 
Shanghai and its environs, but the people 
who made the International Settlement of 
today possible, may be depended to resort to 
the same community of effort which must 
prove successful. ‘To accept as in any way 
Anal the gloomy outlook of the present is to 
encourage a spirit of defeatism completely 
foreign to the genius of the place, Upper 
tips will be stiffened by remembrance of 
Shanghai's past history, the best possible 
augury for the future which can best be 
described in the homely wish “Many happy 
returns of the day.” 





AGREEMENT AT LAST 
Nov. 18. 

Unless there has been some eleventh hour 
hitch, which at this juncture seems impos- 
sible, the Anglo-American Trade Agreement 
will have been signed by the time these 
lines appear in print, and a long period of 
‘exceptionally dificult’ negotiations will have 
‘been brought to a successful conelusion, ‘The 
new agreement which is a very extensive 
one, covering several hundreds of articles of 
mutual trade, provides for reciprocal redue- 
tion in the British and American tariffs, and 
may be considered the first step towards the 
desired objective of gradually reducing the 
high tariff walls which have been created 
since the Great War, to a great extent as 
a result of the growths of an exaggerated 
nationalism which has operated against that 
worldwide co-operation which 1s 30 necessary 
from many points of view. The first attempt 
to negotiate such an arrangement resulted in 
failure, and for some time it appeared as 
though’ the second would meet the same fate, 
but it speaks well for the determination of 
the two governments concerned to reach 0 
satisfactory conclusion that, despite threals 
to the smooth progress of the conversations, 
which occasionally seemed to have reached 
‘a deadlock, it has been possible to meet each 
‘other's point of view, with the result that 
fan agreement has been reached, That is 
Important, for it is apparent that, had there 
been another failure, the difficulties of artang- 
ing a third set of negotiations would have 
been all the greater by reason of past failures, 
Indeed considerable time might very well 
have passed before either Government would 
Ihave considered the moment ripe for such at 
other endeavour.

ut of the many hundred items upon 
‘which settlement has been reached are the 
tariff concessions which Great Britain is giv= 
jing the United States on lard, ham, apples 
wheat, lumber and plywood, together 
with "a cut in the duty on motor cars 
‘over 24 horse-power. In return wide 
concessions were granted by the United 
States on British manufactured goods includ 
ing high grade textiles, hardware, leather and 
leutlery, and while both lists are necessarily 
incomplete, until further details of the agree- 
ment are ‘to hand, it has been stated that 
there is a more satisfactory balance between 
the two sets of concessions than would appear 
from the foregoing very abbreviated lists 
[One of the main difficulties to be encountered 
was the arrangement of suitable terms with 
regard to American agricultural products, 
which, being in competition with Canadian, 
meant’ that Britain under the Ottawa Agree- 
ment could not possibly grant concessions 
without the consent of that Dominion. ‘That 
has, however, been adjusted by negotiations 
between the United States and Canada 
designed to effect another understanding 
whereby special consideration will be given 
by the former to such goods as cattle, fish 
and dairy products, and the fact that it has 
been possible to come to some arrangement 
has greatly facilitated an understanding in 
this respect. It is suggested that as Great 
Britain is able to conclude satisfactory 
arrangements with the other signatories to 
the Ottawa Agreement it will be possible to 
lextend the scope of the concessions which

Spokesmen in Tokyo and Shanghai are| 
having a dificult time in endeavouring to’ 
justify the refusal of the Japanese Govern 
ment to accede to the request of France, 
Great Britain and the United States for the 
reopening of the Yangtze. The Naval spokes-| 
man in Tokyo in addition to the reasons| 
siiven in the reply, is now reported to have: 
stated as another that foreign merchantmen. 
operating in Chinese waters are secretly 
supplying Chinese troops, and guerilla with 
arms, and ammunition. It is obviously an 
afterthought and a disingenous attempt to 
bolster up what is a remarkably weak case. 
Not only will it fail to add conviction to a 
document which is completely bereft of such a 
quality, but it will serve only to exacerbate 
the growing exasperation which is being felt 
in the three protesting countries. Nor do| 
the local spokesmen appear to have done any’ 
better during the lengthy questioning to 
which they were submitted by the Press re~ 
presentatives at the conference on Thursday. 
In their denials they have attempted to give| 
this journal the lie in connection with the! 
revelations it has made on the subject of. 
the trade which Japanese are at the present 
moment conducting along the Yangtze as far| 
as Wuhu, if not beyond. It is to be assumed! 
that, when a journal, of the standing of this! 
fone, gives the names of vessels involved in 
such trading, and the cargoes they have been 
carrying, it knows what it is writing about, 
and {s sure of the accuracy of its information. 
Reasons of space alone have prevented the 
publication of a very much longer list of 
vessels and cargoes, import as well as export, 
which have been taken up the Yangtze and|

of third party neutrals. Readers and the 
spokesmen in question may rest assured that| 
there is much more information available,

is exclusively in Japanese hands. The faith- 
ful fulfilment of written and spoken pledges 
is what is meant. Pleas that conditions have| 
changed nullifying such commitments may 
sound very well in Japanese ears, but else- 
where they carry.not the slightest conviction, 
and the recognition of the principles em- 
bodied in the Nine Power Pact was not for 
‘an indefinite term, but an agreement in per-| 
Petuity. The doctrine of “Asia for the 
Asiatics,” or more properly “Asia for the 
Japanese,” is a particularly dangerous one} 
for Japan, especially if Japan were to be| 
taken at her word and confined economically 
to the area which she seeks thus to mark out 
for her own exclusive use. If Japan refuses 
to contribute her share to the international 
economic comity, she cannot expect that| 
reciprocal treatment without which universal 
trade cannot possibly succeed. By doing what 
she is doing on the Asiatic continent she is 
setting precedents for similar developments 
by other nations, and, if that were ever to 
come about, it is Japan alone which would 
be the sufferer. For that reason it should be 
remembered that there are in existence 
powerful means of influencing Japan to 
change what at present appears to be her! 
policy. It is hoped that those means will not 
have ‘to be applied, but, should continued 
recalcitrance demand jit, the responsibility 
will be Japanese and Japanese alone. 














JAPAN’S REPLY

‘Shorn of all its evasive verbiage the Japanese 
reply amounts to nothing less than 2 com~ 
plete refusal to entertain any of the American 
demands, and, though in the drafting a spirit 
of sweet reasonableness seems to prevall, an 
examination of all the facts of the case shows 
that this gloss is but to hide the deliberate 
[and unconditional rejection which Tokyo has 
made. The attempt to justify the discrimina- 
Yion by exchange control in North China is] 
weak in the extreme, either on the face of, 
the reply itself, or in the light of the’ facts 
‘as they are known in China at this moment. 
‘The exchange control. the formation of the| 
‘Manchoukuo-China-Japan economic bloc, the 
refusal to permit American traders in North 
China to do business unless financed through 
Tapanese banks at rates out of all proportions 
to the existing exchange conditions is clear 
[and satisfactory proof of the existence of just 
that type of discrimination of which the] 
United States so pointedly complains. 
‘The Japanese reply to the American com-| 
plaint, regarding the revision of the Customs 
‘Tariff some short while ago, that the schedule 
‘one approved by the Powers in 1931, does 
not obliterate the fact that its adoption, was] 
designed primarily to give Japanese traders} 
special benefits, and it was most certainly 
not adopted with the idea of in any way 
leasing the burdens of other foreign impor- 
ters. ‘The most sardonic claim of the whole 
of those advanced by the Japanese Govern- 
ment for its actions in China is that referring] 
to the establishment of the monopolistic 
system in those parts of China under the 
control of its forces. It claims that the 
North China Development Company and the 
Central China Development Company were 
established with a view to giving China the 
necessary assistance towards restoration, and 
‘also with the aim of contributing towards 
the development of China's natural resources. 
Fortunately this bland assurance will deceive| 
‘no one, for the evidence is plain for all men. 
to see that, while Japan has undoubtedly the 
restoration’ of China at heart, it desires it 
‘only for the exclusive benefit of the Japanese 
themselves. That the Japanese are bent upon’ 
the ruthless exploitation of China in order to 
recoup the enormous expenditure to which 
they have been put during the present hos-| 
Uilities is a conclusion which cannot be denied. 
‘The only possible justification which the 
military caste of Japan can give in‘Japanese| 
‘eyes for their costly adventure into China 
is a complete and profitable victory. That 








securing the profits is believed by the} 
Japanese, and the Government's statement| 
that it does not oppose, but heartily welcomes 
the participation of the Third Powers on the 
basis of the new situation which has arisen; 
merely implies that it will keep China trade 
to itself, but would welcome financial assist- 
‘ance from other foreign nations for the 
speedier exploitation which is quite obviously 
planned. In short Japan wishes to reorlent| 
third party activities in China, and while! 
denying them the trading rights of the open 
door and equal opportunity would willingly’ 
‘welcome financial assistance in dishonouring’ 
its own commitments. 


This talk of new, conditions will in fact 
convince no one. That there are new con- 
aitions will be readily admitted, but these 
have been brought about by the Japanese 
breach of the Nine Power Treaty, the sinful 
foundation upon which it is now designed to 
erect a new economic structure as equally 
reprehensible. The Japanese reply on. the 
other points mentioned in the American Note! 
are just as unsatisfactory, 
whole document is so familiar that it is re- 
miniscent of “the before-named gentleman 
playing upon the above-mentioned. instru 
ment.” It is merely an official summing up 
of the assurances which the Japanese Gov- 
‘ernment or its spokesmen have been repeating 
ad nauseam, and far from placating United 
States’ opinion is likely to have the precisely 
opposite effect. Obviously any reply ‘which 
seeks to fob off the just complaints of another} 
nation in the manner which Japan is now 
seeking to do must be unsatisfactory, and the 
world will wait with considerable interest to 
see what steps will be taken next. It is just 
as obvious that matters cannot be allowed to 
stand where they are. To do'so would be to 
admit a diplomatic defeat for the acceptance 
of which there is absolutely no necessity. It 
is not to be anticipated that developments will 
follow with any great rapidity. The situation 
demands that there shall be a continuance 
of the policy of parallel action “which has| 
already been demonstrated to be in effect 
and it is likely that much consultation will 
take place before any new development occurs, 
The issues involved are not, in view of the 
Japanese attitude, capable of immediate settle: 
ment, but that in the end there ‘will be one, 
may be taken for granted. If, to use a homely 
phrase, Japan thinks she ean get away with 
it, she is running the risks of 2 very serious 
disappointment.

Wuhan ‘cities, and that they. were 
facing serious hardships in the coming! 
[winter with food supplies running low 
and salaries ond military expenses 
unpaid.” 








‘Drive in Shanst

‘Cameraman Tells 
Of Narrow Escape

Railway engineers assigned to re- 
pairing this bridge were handicapped 
in their work by high water caused 
by the diversion into the Hwai of 
the Yellow River by breaches in 
its banks near Chengchow.

‘Shanghai, Nov. 19, 
‘The “North-China Daily News" is 
now in a position to publish more 
elaborate and detalled ‘statistics re- 
garding trade on the Yangtze, 9 
river which, according to the Japan- 
lese authorities, cannot be opened to 
free navigation by commercial vessels 
lowing to military exigencies and 
dangers arising from activities of 
[Chinese guerillas, mines and booms. 

Inquiries in Shanghai water front 
circles—and most of the import and 
export cargo trade with Yangtze 
ports being used by Japanese shippers 
and merchants is handled in Shang- 
hal—this trade, from which non- 
Japanese ships are banned, Is increas- 
ing ang Japanese steamers are making 
regular trips between Shanghal and 
such norts as Kowan, Nanking and 








Slatisties of Kewan 

Larger steamers are plying between 
Shanghai and Nanking and Wuhu, 
but.as far as Kowan shipping is con- 
fined to smaller steamers, tugs and 
lighters. During the month of Osto- 
ber, the “North-China Dally News” 
learns, imports tolalled nearly 35,000 
packages, of which some of the prin- 
cipal items were 1,800 packages of 
piece goods, 11,600 units of kerosene, 
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5 of paper, 4,900 pack- 
F and 4500 packages of 
soda ash, as well as sundries of all * 
kinds including charcoal, tobacco leaf 
and sandalwood. Incidentally, al- 
‘though the Japanese spokesman at 
‘Thursday's press conference declared 
that all goods transported up the

Exports from Kowan during Octo-

‘The Christine Moller, bound from 
Tsingkiang to Shanghat’ with a cargo 
of pigs, cattle, poultry and vegetables, 
was challenged by three pirate Junks 
at about 3 am. The junks, as they 
bore down on the British vessel, 
‘opened fire with rifles, bullets strik- 
Ing the lifeboats and ‘spattering the 
deck. No-one was injured, however, 
‘and ‘the Russian captain and other 
oficers promptly returned the fire 
with heavy-calibre revolvers. The 
‘officers. fired altogether some forty 
shots at the pirate boats, causing the 
pirates to change their plans and 
flee, 

It was immediately after this affray 
that a male Chinese passenger, name 
not known, collapsed from a weak 
heart and ‘died, He was taken off 
the vessel upon arrival in Shanghai, 
where the Christine Moller berthed 
at the foot of Kiukiang Road. ‘The 
body was taken to the Public Mor- 
tuary.

Weaving Factory 
Destroyed by Fire 


‘Shanghai, Nov,, 19.

When they arrived at the scene, they 
found three buildings ablaze,’ The 
weaving factory which employs some 
29 workmen, stood in flames, whilst 
the adjoining office "building » also 
suffered heavily. The third building, 
which I inhabited by numerous Chic 
nese, threatened to be completely 
Sestroyed, although the prompt Inter- 
vention ‘on the part of the Fire 
Brigade prevented the fire from 
spreading beyond the first oor, where 
however it had gained a strong foot- 
hold,

According to the Central Clerical 
Administration—and. the registration 
‘of births, deaths and marriages yield 
Statistics” that are fairly accurate— 
there are about 15,000 Russians of the 
Orthodox faith living in Shanghai, 
In addition, of course, there are Rus- 
sian Mohammedans, Catholies, Pro- 
lestants and Jews, as well as ‘people 
holding themselves aloof trom reli- 
ion, 


Baptisms Declining 

‘The number of baptisms registered 
in the colony, however, is steadily 
eereasing, This doe, not necessarily 
‘mean that’ the birth-rate among local 
Russians is failing—it means that the 
children of mixed marriages do not 
always remain in the fold of the 
Orthodox church. Russian women 
‘marrying foreigners often agree to 
have their children baptized in a dif- 
ferent faith, while, on the other 
hand, the foreign father sometimes 
fassents to have the daughter adopt 
the same faith as the mother so 
long as the son grows up in his 
religious beliefs. But i¢ the number 
of baptisms registered by the Or- 
thotox Church only are taken into 
account, then it follows that the 
birthrate is gradually falling. In 
1934, 44 male and 52 female births 
were registered, in 1937 the numbers 
have been 48 ‘for boys and 31. for 
girls, while during the first eight 
months of the current year 32 boys 
and 26 girls have been baptized. AS 
will be noticed, more boys than girls 
ne being born, which necording to 
fwaditional Russian beliefs always 
precedes a stormy war. 

Marriage statistics are more exact, 
In 1928 only 57 marriages were re- 
gistered, In 1920 the number rose 
fo 76, in 1992 to 112, in 1993 to 134. 
In_ 1934 the number slipped down to 
193, in 1935 to 113, in 1986 to 
‘The year 1988 promises a large figure, 



































as during the first halt year 77 mar- 
riages Were already registered—33 
more than for the corresponding 


period in 1937, The rapid Increase 
In the number of marriages after 
1930 is due to the influx of Russians 
from Harbin, most of them people of 
means, ‘Thete are, of course, many 
Russian couples who are satisfled 
with registering their names in. the 
Chinese court 














Marriage Costs 

It is interesting to note the cost 
of marrying inthe colony. Not 
counting the rings, the ornate white 
bridal gown and ‘other similar ex- 
penses, the marriage may cost any- 
where’ from $10 to $100. ‘The priest 
ig paid from $5 to $10 only, but the 
choir costs from $20 to $40, und $5 
or $10 are taken for the lighting of 
the church, 

What is the mortality in the colony? 
As against the 85 men and §3 women 
whe died in 1934, 103 men and 68 
women have died in 1937, most 
cumbing Between the ages of 40 and 
50 either to tuberculosis, heart- 
trouble or stomach illness. ‘Infantile 
mortality is proportionately small.

Gunnman Fires Shot at 


Chinese Doctor 


‘Shanghai, Nov. 19. 

Dr. Koo Nan-chiu, head of the 
Nanyang Hospital in Rue Chapsal, 
‘was made the object of an unsuccess- 
ful attempt to assassinate him at 
10.30 o'clock yesterday morning at 
the hospital. His assailant, who 
fired a revolver once at close range 
‘and missed, was captured after a 
running chase to Avenuie Edward VII. 

‘The gunman, an unemployed young 
Chinese named ‘Tsang Zang-kung, 
came {o the hospital posing as a 
patient.

Industrial Section Report for 
October 


‘There has continued during October: 
the tendency to recovery in industry 
in the Western and Western Outside 
Roads areas which was reported at 
the end of September. ‘There were 
100 applications for permits to erect, 
factory buildings or to make altera- 
tions to existing buildings received 
Jn the office of the Building Surveyor, 
In addition, application for approval 
of ‘sites of 47 plants was made in 
the Public Works Department. Of 
these, 22 were approved. ‘The In- 
ustrial Section consulted in neces- 
sary cases. 

‘One hundred and twenty-six new 
factories and workshops opened | 
for operation in the Western, 
Northern gnd Central districts, giving 
employment to 6,000 workers.” There 
were 197 applications to the Western 
District Power Company for power 
‘conneetions in the Western Outside 
Roads areas, details of the operations 
of which have not yet been collected. 

Applications for power connection 
to factories and workshops in. the 
Eastern district continue to be made. 
120 were reported during the month 
of October. 

‘There is evidence that the closing! 
of ports in South China, preventing 
the passage to the interior of goods 
‘manufactured in Shanghai, may mean 
that some of the newly’ developing 
industries will find it hard to main- 
tain their output. Slackening in some 
few directions may already be seen. 
On the other hand the product of the 
‘most significant new factories, name- 
ly, the silk Mlatures, does not seek a 
‘China market. 

Some new problems arise in the 
operation of some of the new factory 
premises. Because of the difticully 
jot communication with areas outside 
the city Imnits, the practice is arising. 
fn which contractors, to whom waste 
‘cocoons are sold, sort these cocoons 
fon the lature premises. ‘This in- 
duces a plague of fies. With the ap- 
roval of the Commissioner of Public 
Health, owners of filatures are advised 
that sorting must not be done on the 
premises where hundreds of workers 
are employed, and in crowded neigh- 
bourhoods, but in designated areas 
elsewhere. 

Progress in Rerlstration and in- 
spection of Pressure Vessels —| 
Tnitial steps were taken to obtain in- 
stallation inspection certificates for 
five boilers and other vessels under 
pressure, Final installation inspection 
Certificates were lodged for 13 boilers. 
‘Annual inspection certificates for five 
boilers were received. 

‘Owners of 123 boilers were notified 
that’ they had not taken initial 
steps to obtain an installation inspec-| 
‘tion certificate, and owners of 80) 
others informed that the procedure | 
to obtain this certifieate had not been 
completed. - Nineteen owners were| 
informed that their annual inspection 
‘certifleates for 1938 had not been 
Todged. 

Boller Attendants’ Classes—Certi- 
ficates of attendance at classes of 
instruction were issued to 32 boiler 
attendants on October 13. OF this 
umber, 29 had attended all of the

It will be seen from the table that 
whereas in 1935 the greatest number 
of families in industrial districts lived 
four families (0 a house, in 1938 the 
greatest number‘live at 7.22 familiey 
er house, Half of the families in 
1935 lived ‘below and half above 4.10 
families to a house; in 1938. this 
median figure has ‘risen to 8.81 
families per house. The average 
umber of persons. per house. has 
risen from 15.47 to 31.32. Though the 
umber of houses studied in 1938 is 
small, the figures probably reveal a. 
correct picture of the increased con- 
Bestion due to hostilities. 

In 1037, during the sittings of the. 
Housing ‘Committee, it was found| 
that the average payment for rent| 
er person per month was 87 cents, 
In 1098 the figure in 60 houses is 
found to be $1.12. ‘That is to say, 
not only are the houses more crowd- 
‘ed, but for the more crowded space 
‘higher Agure is paid. Expressed, 
in other terms (soe Cost of Living| 
figures below), rent per chien (32 
cubic feet) was $2457 in July, 1937, 
‘and $8478 in October, 1938, 

Cost of Living of Shanghai Work- 
‘erx—In the September report of the! 
Industrial Section for the first time| 
it was possible to publish fgures of! 
the cost of living of Shanghai work- 
fers, continuing the service formerly’ 
rendered by the Shanghai City Gove 
ernment. In this report, the October! 
cost of living general and sectional 
Indices are published, and compared 
with preceding months and July, 193, 
together with unit retail ‘prices of| 
food, clothing, rent and fuel used in| 
the caleulation of the indices. 

‘The general index of cost of living] 
of Shanghai workers. for the month| 
is 15909, showing a decrease of 0.72| 
er cent. as compared with the pre 
ceding month, and an increase of| 
45.27 per cent.’as compared with July, 
1097, the pre-war month. As to the| 
group indices the food group a 
creased by 1.89 per cent, fuel and 
ight, 141 per cent, Clothing, and 
miceellaneous troups, however, in- 
creased by 545 per cent. and 2.79 per 
cent. respectively. 

With regard to retail prices of] 
individual commodities, “sien” rice in. 
the food group dropped £0 cents and| 
non-glutinous rice about one dollar| 
per shih, due to the arrival of rice!

That 
merchandise was taken by trucks to 
‘Japanese merchants in Taiping Road, 
known as “Little Tokyo", to be dis- 
tributed to thelr agents'in the ad- 
jncent villages. 

Business in Nanking is very good: 
98 per cent of the goods now on sale 
Jn “shops, markets and stalls in 
Nanking are of Japanese manufac- 
ture.

exist any more so far as the rights 
for interests of the third parties are 
concerned.

ing to the technical construction of] 
international law. The right of the 
third parties on’ the Yangtze river 
navigation was conferred or recog- 
nized by the Chinese National Gov- 
‘ernment, and it became virtually null 
and void, or at least indefinitely 
ceased to exist by the fact of 
blockade done by the Chinese mili- 
tary authorities, It must be minded 
that the status of blockade is still 
existing so far as the third parties 
fare concerned, which Japan has no- 
thing to do with. ‘The Chinese’ 
blockade of the Yangtze has been 
removed by the Japanese force on, 
her own accord, and which likewise 
the third parties have had nothing 
to do with, 


Japanese spokesmen say: “The 
river has been re-opened solely for 
military purpose, the navigation of 
the third parties shipping. is still 
dangerous, shipping facilities aro 
not available or $0 on.” However, 
these explanations are ‘not proper 
‘nd liable to be taken as an unprin- 
cipled excuse for Japanese monopoly, 
of Yangtze river trade, ‘Those 
spokesmen seem to have not clearly 
realized real Japanese stand in this 
connection, 

Tt can be taken as generally ace 
cepted that apart from the political 
cause of the current Sino-Japanese 
conflict, the Yangtze river trade has 
been blockaded against Japan by. 
‘Chiang’s regime. And when’ booms 
and mines were laid down, the river 
trade of the third parties ‘was con- 
currently blockaded. It is to be 
sympathized with the third parties 
‘whose right and interests have been 
completely destroyed on account of 
this. Now, Japan has removed the 
Chinese blockade of Yangtze river 
by foree for her own interests, at 
the expense of tremendous cost of 
war operations. For such Japanese 
work, those third parties, who are 
now ‘protesting against Japan, have 
not only not rendered any coliabora- 
tion, but they even showed certain 
objection. From these vital facts, 
third parties are in no way entitled 
to claim to benefit themselves of the 
re-opening of Yangtze river. From 
Iawful construction, the river is still 
in the condition blockaded by China 
but not by Japan, and no navigable 
‘Yangtze river exists now, so far as 
the third parties are concerned. How 
Japan may utilize the navigation of 
Yangtze river, for military purpose 
or for commercial purpose, it is 
Japan's own business. No’ third 
party can say anything ‘against it. 

‘The same construction can be 
applied to the cases of Ports of 
‘Tsingtao, Canton and Amoy, as these 
ports have been closed and blockaded 
by Chinese for any foreign shipping 
when booms and mines were laid 
down, and the lawful status of 
blockade will be indefinitely con 
tinued, or the function of open ports 
cease to exist.

‘Since the other communities do not 
have “all” in the sense of everything, 
Mx. LL, Lenoren probably intended 
to say that they have a large part 
of everything, but even here "the 
Statement is incorrect, What does it 
mean to have everything or a: large 
part of everything if one's posses 
‘Sons ‘are acquired’ from others? A 
rich man can afford to have what he 
pleases, if it falls within his. xe- 
sources, but this does not in any way 
make him a superior human being, 
unless he. distinguishes himselt by 
leeds, “achievements, exploits and 
fects above the ordinary, 

tis conceded to Mit L. L. Lanoren 
that the local Portuguese community 
is behind some other communities 
(but not behind all other communi- 
ties) in worldly possessions of a 
visible nature, but itis not true that 
a striking example of the 








“peculiar lack of interest, lack 
of union and lack of” con 
Hidenee amongst them” is given 


by. the Portuguese Ind when he 
Teaves school. Contrary to what Mr. 
LL, Lenoren affirms, the Portuguese 
Ind does not lay aside his books, for 
1 could cite numerous examples to 
prove that; as a rule, the average 
Portuguese lad is studious and very 
fond of reading and cultivating his 
Knowledge of things in general. 
‘Those who indulge in sports and 
dancing are many, of course, and not 
a few succeed in outshining their 
rivals of other nationalities both in 
the fleld and in the saloon. As to 
clubs and calling on girl friends, 
there is nothing wrong in these, 
80 long as one does not overstep the 
limits of decency. But fondness for 
‘amusements does ‘not indicate an in- 
ferior mentality, and T can 
say that the Portuguese lad. gi 
general a very good account of him- 
self after he has left school. His 
education is satisfactory, and once 
he finds a job, his duties are emeient- 
ly discharged to the entire satisfac 
tion of his employers. There are, of 
course, exceptions, but these also 
exist in the other ‘communities, 

‘That Mr, L. I. Lexcten only re- 
cently heard a Portuguese youngster 
saying that it was perhaps Sir Robert 
Clive who discovered the way to 
India, is taboo! And taboo it is for 
various reasons, since no one (except 
‘Mr. L. L. 1.) doubts that, geography 
in Shanghai is being taught by com- 
petent teachers, and that no British 
child, for instance, will ever vay that 
‘Vasco da Gama was Governor of 
Hongkong, 

Poor boys, unable to frequent. 
universities or technical schools or 
institutes, cannot have serious pro- 
fessional aspirations, but those who 
can afford it, do not hesitate in tak- 
ing higher ‘courses. Yet no Por- 
tuguese lad @nters a bank or a mer- 
cantile firm equipped with a smatter- 
ing of accounts only: his knowledge 
‘comprises very much more thon. this, 
unless tuition in Shanghai 1s a farce. 

‘Once more parents are publicly 
blamed for so-called existing de- 
ficiencies. This subject offers me 
‘material for considerations which 
‘would involve many columns, but I. 
Prefer to say just this: if n'Portu- 
‘Suese father is at fault for allowing | 
his child to speak English at home, 
such a fault is in many a case ex. 
cusable, It is true that we should 
have in Shanghai a school devoted 
to the teaching of Portuguese to 
children of Portuguese parentage, but 
the non-existence of such @ school is; 
due to circumstances beyond the| 
control of the community and does. 
not make tt the duty of every father 
to become a teacher of his national 
idiom, 

But Ma, L. L. Lencrex goes fur- 
ther: “he accuses the Portuguese 
people out here of saying too many 
things against thelr’ Government, 






































thus discouraging their young ones 
to learn “what should prove to be 
useful to them.” ‘This is far from 
correct, If, as Mr. LL. L. affirms, 
“of history’ he (the Portuguese lad) 
will probably know of Queen Victo- 
ria's period,” and no more, how can 
fhe proclaim to the four’ winds a 
knowledge of that intricate - subject 
“polities” on the part of the Portu- 
Jguese, without which one cannot talk 
‘against the Government? 

Is he not contradicting himself? 
‘And the statement that whilst the 
same old grievances are carried on. 
{from generation to generation, the 
children of other ‘nationalities ' grow 
‘wiser and get the best of everything, 
leads me to believe Mr. LL 
Lexcrex, with all due respect to hiri, 
nas sent you his letter from the

To criticize is easy enough. The 
aimeulty lies in offering constructive 
suggestions, aiming at correcting 
actual deficiencies, and your corres- 
fpondent has utterly failed in this 
particular.

Postal Service: 


A Serious Complaint 
To the Editor of the 
“Noare-Cuiwa Daty News" 

SmI noticed a few days ago a 
compiaint by a Chinese correspondent 
regarding letters not being delivered 
‘and a reply from the Postal Commis- 
sioner justifying the non-delivery of 
at least one letter through the address 
being incomplete, 

T cannot recall complaints being 
registered through the medium of the 
[Press since the outbreak of hostilities 
‘between Japan and China in connec- 
tion with the mistreatment of mails 
properly addressed by the Shanghai 
Post Office and I wonder if there are 
Jany other British merchants, in fact 
merchants of any nationality, who 
have experienced practically a com- 
plete loss of outgoing and incoming 
mail between Shanghai, Europe and 
US.A. since the month ot November 
1937 up tN about September 1938 
since which date the situation has im- 
proved slightly. 

‘The loss of my outgoing mail in- 
cludes dozens of registered letters in 
addition to hundreds of letters bearing 
‘ordinary postage whereas my incom- 
{ing foreign mail is usvally unregister- 
ed and very few letters have been 
delivered, except during the past two 
months, and even now I am quite 
‘uncertain that I am receiving 60 per 
cent. of my mail, 

I have caused tracers to be sent 
through the Post Office in conneetion 
with ‘specific registered letters un- 
delivered many months ago but with- 
out result. D 

‘The nancial loss as a result of my 
undelivered mail is inestimable and in 
addition there has been serlous 
misunderstanding created with some 
Jof my home correspondents as a result 
of the complete lack of information 
from Shanghai during the period men- 
tioned above, 

‘The protection of mails has always 
‘been one of the primary functions of 
‘the Government and the situation 
it stands in Shanghai is positively in- 
tolerable. 

‘There must be many members in 
the British community who have had 
ja similar experience and I would 
strongly urge them to register their 
complaints with the Secretary of the 
British Residents’ Association ot with 
‘the British Chamber of Commerce, 
with a view to securing collective 
action in forwarding an urgent appeal 
to our Government through the proper 
channels for the re-establishment of 
the British Post Office in the Interna- 
tional Settlement.

SCIENCE AND TIBET 


By Tweta 


‘Two distinguished Chinese scientists have 
left the frontier for the Chengtu Plain. Dr. 
Ko and Dr. Tsu, both from Jinlin University, 
arrived on the border some two months ago. 
fon what was largely a vacation holiday. 
Chinese teachers and professors in West! 
China are now following the good example 
of many of their western confreres by de-| 
Voting their summer vacations to scientific 
research among the Tibetan foothills. Dr. 
Graham, Dr, Kilborn and Dr. Agnew and 
other members of the West China Union| 
University frequently give up a much-necded| 
rest during the hot summer months and try| 
to find some undiscovered trail away among} 
the Tibetan mountains, where, if possible, 
the scientist has not yet penetrated. 

‘Mr. 'T, Torrance, now at home in Edin~ 
burgh, during his ‘summer vacations among 
the Tibetan foothills, made what is probably] 
the greatest discovery in West China, 
namely, the finding of a strange and interest 
ing tribe known as the Chiang, with very 
strong Tsraelitish affinities and who worship] 
the one and only true God, Mr. Torrance’s| 
finds have quite recently been published and) 
fare an important contribution to ethnology’ 
and most of this scientific work was done 
when the terrible heat drove the Chengtu| 
resident away up among the mountains. 

Each summer finds these young scientists 
seeking new fields of adventure and higher 
worlds to conquer, And when the short} 
winter days come, making field work impos~ 
sible, the West’ China Border Research] 
Society provides an outlet for the expression 
‘of new discoveries. Within recent years} 
young Chinese scientists, many of whom have 
been trained abroad, more and more are] 
taking an interest in border research, and| 
they too are being invited to express them- 
selves at the public meetings of the BRS.| 
held at the West China Union University. 
During the past summer several well~ 
organized Chinese scientific expeditions have| 
started out from Tachienlu for the interior. 

Perhaps the most highly-organized Chinese 
party left Tachienlu a few weeks ago 
travelling along the north Lhasa road. 
Namka, the young Tibetan who spent a 
number of years in England, is giving con- 
siderable help to these expeditions as guide, 
and interpreter. Tents have to be made, 
boxes secured, provisions purchased, and! 
equipment arranged; and this takes weeks to| 


do, ‘Tachienlu is somewhat different from} 


Shanghai where much can be ordered and, 
arranged by simply calling “one, two, three, 
four please.” Here in Tachienlu, if the ex-| 
pedition lacks any important item, some 
Genius in the party has an idea. ‘There are 
close on 20 in tho party including students, 
teachers, doctors and professors. 

One decided by-product of these Chinese 
selentific expeditions is the helpful training 
in team work. Smythe in “Kamet Con-| 
quered” tells how he detested the ungainly’ 
step of the climber immediately in front of] 
him; something he had never noticed before. 
‘And when a band of some 20 young Chinese| 
scientists get together in research work,| 
idiosyncrasies will grow and flourish when| 
the weather is bad, the tent leaks, the rain| 
puts the fire out, the wind blows the tent! 
down, the cook can’t light the fire and when. 
the leader can't give a satisfactory explana-| 
tion why the expedition should mess about] 
in this horrible hole. 

‘The scientific expedition which Namka is 
leading is now making its centre at Dawo, a 
small Tibetan settlement some seven days! 
west of Tachienlu. Here the expedition is! 
breaking up into separate parties thus facilitat- 
ing a wider range of research : the geologists 
marking out one fleld and the biologists! 
another. Among the geologists are some 
Chinese scientists who were here in 1030 in. 
connection with Dr. Heim's expedition to the 
Gongga. Most of the party, however, are! 
making their first acquaintance with border 
travel. Fortunately when the group was| 
making its preparations a big caravan of| 
animals arrived and this the expedition, with. 
the help of Namka, was able to secure with- 
out much difficulty. 








Dr. Ko and his party were not so fortu 
ate, ‘This sociologist learned what many 
other border travellers discovered, that there 
are some things not very good for the 
Christian's health and one of them is hustle. 
In due course the six members of the party, 
with some ten pack animals, were riding! 
Somewhat precariously along the big north 
vond towards the Lake Mountain Pass. As 
far as we can learn this is the first time that 
a highly-trained soclologist has tackled this 
branch of science along the Tibetan frontier. 
We were quite surprised to find that this 
subject branches off into historical sociology, 
biological sociology, economic sociology and 
traditional sociology : and apparently this in 
no way covers everything, sociology being a 
science which boasts of numerous ramifica- 
tions. 


Dr. Tsu/ 
hhas spent some time studying the Yao Tribe| 
in Kwangsi. These scientists knew what] 
they came fo the border to do and the day 


‘[after their arrival they commenced their 


operations and observations. When a num- 
ber of physical anthropologists were up here| 
some years ago they did not hide the fact 
‘hat they were after a decidedly arboreal! 
type and when the span was less than the 
hheight of the specimen no time was wasted| 
before the bell rang for the next case. 

‘Dr. Ko and Dr, Tsu and their assistants 
began their work with the principals of the! 
jioeal schobls and they discovered that they 
[were dealing with an intricate social ques- 
tion. ‘They soon stumbled up against the] 
problem of social bluff and a society that 
fwas in no way prepared to state the case; 
consequently measurements being of no use 
the sociologists could do nothing but observe. 
‘Questions, no matter how simple, involved 
the scientists in a hopeless muddle, os the! 
school boy with a Chinese father and a 
‘betan mother claimed to be one of the 
pure Sons of Han. In the interior where 
Dr. Ko and his party spent some time in 
observation they discovered that practically 
no Tibetan boys would attend the schools 
established by the Chinese authorities and 
the doctor wanted to know why. The] 
answer to this quostion is very far-reaching 
‘and touches Lamaism at a very vital part. 
‘Lamaism, if it is to persist must be fed, 
and young’ blood is absolutely necessary to] 
keep it alive. Therefore if. the young] 
‘Tibetan boys prefer to enter a Chinese school 
in preference to entering the lamasery,| 
Lamaism as a religious system will cease to 
exist, ‘The lamas therefore will encourage 
the boys to enter the Inmasery and thus 
maintain this system in all its power. The 
schools throughout Sikang established by the 
Chinese authorities are largely, if not en- 
tirely, attended by children whose fathers| 
fare Chinese and whose mothers are Tibetan. 
‘Tibetan girls marry Chinese soldiers and 
officials while ‘Tibetan boys become nomads| 
‘and lamas, 

Dr. Ko discovered a growing spirit of 
nationalism among the Tibetans, the children 
in Sikang leaning invariably | towards the! 
‘Tibetan mother, rather than the Chinese 
father; and usually preferring to wear 
Tibetan dress. Is this again, the scientists 
wanted to know, entirely lamaistic influence? 
‘This highly-trained sociologist made prac- 
tleally no progress in discovering the! 
origin of polyandry. Songdzen Gambo, the 
first historical king of Tibet commenced his| 
royal career by introducing polygamy, 
marrying a Nepalese princess and then al 
Chinese. What Dr. Ko wanted to know was : 
where, why and when did polyandry become| 
a system of marriage on the Roof of the! 
[World. Was it indigenous or exotic? Was 
it spontaneous in its generation? Was. it 
natural in its growth? Or was it a sudden| 
development? The Chinese sociologist studied 
this question at very close quarters. In one| 
polyandrous home. 

Dr. Ko took a picture of a young Tibetan| 
woman married to two brothers. And it was 
quite evident that the young ‘wife was as 
fond of one husband as the other. It could 
not be discovered where a young woman 
‘was married to three or four brothers if 
the question of jealously, domination or 
possession entered in and if these things had 
Jany influence on the society of the home. 
Polyandry seemed to work and the sociol- 
ogists discovered it was merely an economic 
question. 








‘The party was surprised to discover that} 
there was practically no buying or selling 
of land in Sikang and they had great dif- 
ficulty in finding out just who owned the 
land. The land seemed to be .pro bono 
‘publico but who was pro bono publico? No 
fone sold land and no one bought land, con- 
sequently possession or ownership was in 
no way a public question. Tibet is a nomadic 
country and the nomad lives in a tent and| 
if anyone objects to him living here, well, 
he eschews all controversy and solves the 
dimculty by simply moving there. Why, 
worry about the ownership of a wide, open 
plateau? ‘The yak eats grass and produces 
milk, butter and eheese without in any way 
distressing itself about the source of the 
grass. 

‘The plateau has been there for a thousand 
‘Years, so argues the nomad, and will prob- 
‘ably be there for another ‘thousand years. 
‘And who would worry about buying land! 
for a yak? So under economic sociology the 
tenure of land or the ownership thereof still 
remains an undisturbing question. To erect 
@ 100 square yard fence in the middle of a 
1,000 square mile plateau and call it “Home 
‘Sweet Home” is not making the world safe 
for democracy or any other thing. More- 
over the last thing the nomad desires is to 
be tied down to anything: even the, gift of 
'@ piece of land. . 

But the big question and problem for any: 
sociologist in the Land of the Lamas is 
undoubtedly Lamaism: The Society of 





it religious institution with over 1,000 
Resident drabas to be explained? Here these 
aighly-trained sociologists found a large body 
of men living under very interesting and 
peculiar social conditions and all apparently 
dbsessed with one ides, namely, an escape 
from sin and the finding of Nirvana. What 
was the social relation between drabas of 
the same rank and what was the relation, 
social and otherwise, between the different 
religious orders? ‘ 
‘The Chinese scientists in their study of 
ama and nomadic life, found conditions ex~ 
isting throughout Sikang without parallel in 
jany other part of the world. What they 
discovered in Kanze was something like this : 
1,000 able-bodied men living day by day 
lunder practically the same conditions, eating 
falmost exactly the same food, drinking 
[practically the same tea, and all quite con~ 
[tent to use one common kitchen. This large 
‘body of men met three times every day in 
fa central building and read in unison exactly 
the same books, and prayed exactly the: 
[same prayers, and apparently were possessed 
by exactly the same ambitions. And this 
‘was their normal daily life; not something: 
that happened once a week, or twice a 
month, or three times a year. Dr. Ko wanted, 
{to find out if Lamaism, purely and simply, 
jwas the cause which brought these strong 
lable bodied men into this large community. 
Was it merely a herd instinct or an economic. 
question?

‘The nomad’s menu did not escape atten- 
tion, If the simple life makes for peace and 
harmony in human society then sociat condi- 
tions in the Land of the Lamas have reached 
fa high standard of perfection. The nomad’s 
wife gives her sheepskin-covered husband a| 
good supply of strong-smelling yak butter 
tea and a bag of ground barley flour and 
social conditions remain peaceful as long as 
ithe butter and flour last. A hard boiled egg. 
has often been the cause of social unrest but 
not on the Roof of the World.

fs considered that though Japan has 
attained her main military objectives| 
she will be drawn in deeper and 
deeper and the whole affair may tura| 
out a stalemate, in which situation, 
the exhaustion of the combatants may| 
tempt foreign intervention. 

From the angle of the independent, 
observer, a long drawn-out conflict 
‘would spell the neutralization of thé 
Chinese and Japanese post-Great War 
accelerated nationalisms. 

‘The great ditieulty for the business-| 
men always consists in having to be 
able to hold out and survive through 
the period of the present fever of 
monopolism.

China Daily News” reported that 
the Chinese Ambassador in London 
had inaugurated a private view of 
the collection of large-scale models 
of Chinese junks presented to the 
Science Museum in London by Sir 
Frederick Maze, and photographs of 
some of the models have — since 
arrived from London, two of which 
fare reproduced in today's pictorial 
supplement, representing a Foochow 
sea-going junk and an Amoy fishing 
boat. ‘The captions deseribing the 
above models which the | Museum 
authorities have displayed in the re- 
spective cases are as follows :— 


Amoy Fishing Junk 
‘This model represents the type of 
large sea-oing junk cmployed by 
the Chinese for fishing in the Amoy 
district of the Formosa Strait, A 
considerable floct of these vessels 
‘sail from Amoy and, unlike the 
[smaller two-masted trawling | junks 
‘operating off the coast, use only a1 
fehored lines for the caich. 

‘The hull is built with an external 

‘keel and tapers towards the extrem|- 
ties, terminating in a blunt bow and 
fa deep raking transom which extends 
to the keel. “As is usual in Chinese 
craft, a number of solid athwartship 
[bulkheads form watertight subdivi- 
‘sions which provide quarters for the 
‘crew and storage for fish. The per- 
manent deck planking is secured to 
the underside of the beams, the 
upper surface of the deck being com- 
posed of removable boards, ‘The 
JAntervening space thus formed is 
used for the storage of a portion of 
the catch which is kept in good 
condition by admitting water. ‘The 
rafts shown on deck’ are launched 
over the side, through the opening in 
the bulwarks amidships, when the 
fishing lines require atfention. ‘The 
rudder is arranged to be hoisted or 
lowered, and serves as a drop-keel 
when under sail, 
‘The rig consists of a large _main- 
‘mast and smaller fore and mizzen 
masts. The foremast retains the 
early mat sail but the others are rig- 
ged with salls of brown canvas; the 
fore and mizzen sails are of the rect- 
angular form so typical of Chinese 
craft, but the main has a “yard” and 
is peaked. ‘The mizzen occupies an 
unusual position to starboard, which 
is probably explained by the fact 
that, in its normal amidship position, 
the ‘tiller would be quite unworle- 
able. There is a tradition that Amoy. 
Junks must not totally lower their 
foresails during any period of the 
year for, if they do so, it is an in- 
ication ' that they are no longer 
engaged in the fishing industry.

In 1806 Mrs. Clifton again took 
her family home, this time travelling 
by P. & 0.

Health among the foreigners was 
good. ‘There was some cholera. in 
the summer and a Title smallpox in 
the winter, but no dysentery. The 
only people who gol dysentery were 
those who used to go north in. the 
summer to places ‘like Kiaochow 
(Tsingtao) and Chefoo. It was dark- 
ly rumoured that there was some- 
thing reprehensible about the water 
in these resorts. On the whole it war 
considered that it was healthier to 
stay at home. When deaths regret- 
‘ably did take place, the burials 
were in the little Shantung Road 
‘cemetery which offlce-goers now 
ass each morning on their one-way 
journey down Hankow Road. For 
Sailors there was the cemetery al

Hall & Holtz, Lane & Crawford, 
and York & Co, (afterwards succeed:
